. Cates D’Anvers, E/g; #0 
have all the Laws diffolved, I will enter into the 
Merits of the Cafe; and confider, whether it be 
reafonable, at any time, to leave the Nation with- 
out ao Army, or at this time to repeal the 
Riot ct. 

We have long tofs’d the Ball of Controverfy 
from Hand to Hand; and are, methinks, grown 
into a fore of friendly Acquaintance; therefore, 
Iwill go with you for Liberty, as far as the 
Bounds and Limit. of Reafon. Bur there we muft 
patt ; for Liberty st/elf, wide and extenfive as it is, 
is not boundlefs, bur commands her Votaries to 
Jeave you, when you have lefr her, and fet up 
Licentioufnefs in her Stead. 

I will allow you, and what will I not allow 
you for the People’s Sake? that a Government 
ought to have no more Power, than what is ne- 
cafary for the Safety and Protection, the Prefervation 
and Happine/s of the People. But the Laws alone will 
not provide tor this Safety and Proteftion: There 
mult be a Power to execute the Laws ; and a Power 
againft all fudden Emergencies, and all poffible Dan- 
gers, which may avife from Abroad, or at Home. 
If, at any time, we fhould be invaded by our 
Neighbours, or the People fhould, by artful and 
wicked Writers, be wrought up to Tumults and 
Riots, we muft have a Provifion at hand, and 
not be left naked and defencelels againft Foreign 
@ Domeftick Enemies. 

You feem lately, Gentlemen, to rum very much 
into Enthufiafm ; but why do we wonder at that, 
when great Digire/s makes all Men Enthufiafts ? 
You would ftrip us, at once, of all or Securities 

Power, becaufe that Power may be abufed ; 
and you would leave the King to the Affections of 
bis People, which you have laboured to take away, 
and when you very much doubr whether he has 
their AffeCtions. 

But Affeions alone will not do; trufting to 
AffeFions is ttufting to the moft uncertain thing in 
the World. Mens Opinions and Affe&tions vary es 
the Wind; the People ere eafily feduced ; they 
examine nothing, and believe every thing ; they 
naturally envy Men in Power, and therefore rea- 
dily give into any Tales againft 'em ; they believe 
and disbelieve, love and hate by turns, and equal- 
ly without Reafon ; they are juft as they are ma- 
naged by skilful Leaders, fothat there is no de. 
pending on them: We muft have a real Security, 
and that which may be relied on at all times, and 
@n all Occafionns ; and this real Security is real 
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Power, either to prevent the Defigns of the Ene. 
mies to the Gove nment, or to withfland them 
\when they would'put their Defigns in Execution. 
"Tis true, indeed, that the Power which is ab- 
folurely neceffary for the Satety of che People, 
may, by ill-defigning Men, be turn’d to their 
ution : Nor only Armies and Riot 44s, but 
m the very Law it/elf, when Courts intend rf 
ubvert our Libestics, may be made ufe of againft 
3 — Furies may be corrupted, and Judges ter, 
Wfal and venerable as they are! But what then ? 
uf we part wih the Law, becaule we may fuffer 
the Law ? Muft we deftroy ourfelves, t: v0’ fear| 
being deftroy d? And run upon certain Ruin, to 
Oid a remote Pribability, or tather @ bare Poffibility 
f Ruin ? No: Aa Army we muft have at ali times, 
hat Number of Troops I won't determine, but 
ome we muft have ; tho’ ‘tis poffible they may, un- 
Princes of ambitious, arbit. ary Views, be em- 
oy'd againft us; yer we muft have ‘em ; for, for- 
¥Iam to fay it! all the World is arm'd ; every 
ation has difciplin’d Troops, manag’d Hor fe, and 
tains of Artillery ; and muft we alone be without 
» becaufe we are an Ifland ? That would be an 














Argument indeed againft the Apprehenfion of 
F.veign Invefions, were there no Ships in the 
World, and People could not travel by Water, as 
well as by Land. We know there is a Pretender 
to the Crown; and we alfo know that these are 
Perfons under the belt Reigns, who, from vati- 
ous Motives and different Views, would be glad 
to create Difturbances; for which Reafon, there 
mutt be fomething to work wpa the Fears, power- 
fal enough to deter Men from doing what their 
Inclinations lead “em to. Standing Armies have, 
tis true, a terrible Sound, and the Liberties ot 
many Nations have been deftroy’d by them 5 but 
the Liberties of others have been faved by Armies, 
as we could fhew by Inftances from ancient Story. 
This very Kingdom, at the Revolution, was pre 
fesved by the Monefty of the Army : The Prince of 
ORANGE could not fo eafily have fucceeded, per- 
haps, not at all, if the Army had been as true 
to the King, as they were to their Country ; and yet 
twas the King's Army too, raifed by him witl~ 
out, and againft the Authority of the Parliament. 

The disbanding of the Army afcer the Peace of 
Refwick, and leaving the Kingdom in thar de- 
fencelefs Condition, emboldned the French King 
to fet up his Grandfon on the Throne of Spain, 
and declare the Pretender, by which means we 
were involved in a Ten Tears War. Menof Senfe 
who lov’d the Government at that time, faid, 
“* That the beft Guasantee of a Peace was a good 
“ Force to maintain it; and the fureft Way to 
“ keep our Neighbours to an exact Performance 
‘* of Articles, was to be upon our guard : for 
“* for they will then be faithful to Agreements, 
** when they fee no Opportunities of furprizing 
“* us; and chat our Peace does not lay us afleep, 
** and make us forget that we are never out of 
** Danger.” 

Nothing intimidated the Miniftry, that infa- 
mous Minifiry in the laft Four Years of Queen 
ANNE, againft carrying on their deftru@ive Mes 
fures, fo much as the honeft Principles and qwell- 
tried Bravery ot the Gentlemen in the Army ; fo 
that they were forced to break the Army, betore 
they could /ubvert our Liberties ; and ‘tis a Truth 
known to all, that the Officers of the Army are 
as entirely in the Sentiments of Liberty, and hove 
as warm a Love of Country, as any Perions in the 
Kingdom Befides this, our Army is 4 Legal or 
National Army; ‘tis taifed by Parliament, and kept 
up from Year to Year, under fuch Refir.Eiens and 
Regulations, that they give no Cau/e of Fealouly, and 
are Ieffen'd or encreafed juf? as our Affairs vary at home 
or abroad. 

But this, Gentlemen, you never confider ; you 
talk, but never reafon about Armies, or make Al- 
lowances for different Times, different Circumpan- 
ces, and the difference of Armies themfelves ; but cry 
out, landing Armies! cho’ there is no other A- 
greement berween the Standing Armies, which 
have fubverted Liberties, and the prefent Army, thaw 
the meer Name. 

So much for Armies, The next terrible thing 
you mention, is the Rict AB, which you paint in 
Colours of Blood, and fay, “tis more likely to produce 
Arbitrary Power, than even an Army ; that it gives 
every Fuftice of the Peace a Power of making Thon- 
Sands of Felons at a time, and the Crown a Power of 
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hanging up their Subjetts by Wholefale ; shat we can't 


| /afely, as things now fiand, have a Cricket -Match, 


a Horfe Race, a Play, a Mafquerade, or 4 Ball; 
that the Whigs have perpetuated the Tories Doc 
trine of Paffive Obedience and Nen-Refiftance by a Law; 
and that if we bad bad this Law in King Jamts 
the Second’s Reign, the Revolution could never bave 
been brought about. 

To this we anfwer, That ’tis neceflary in all 
Governments co have a Power to prevent Riots axd 
Tumults ; or to difperfe the People, when they ate 
viotoufly and tumultuoufly aflembled. We can’t fend 
D:agoons to fire. upon ‘em, and kill *em by Hun- 
dreds or Thoufands, as they can abroad; and, 
God be thank’d, we cannot: To deter.the People 
thetefore, from thus tumultuoufly affembling. 2 
Law is made which tei/s them the Confequence; and 
when they ae affembled, a proper Officer gives 
"em fair Warning, and lets em know, that if they 
don’: difperfe in an Howr, éhey ave guilty of Felony. 


This is certainly very kindly done; and the pMfice is 
fo far trom having it in ins Power co make Feloms 
by Thoufands, that he can hang none, bur thofe whe 
wave a Mind to flay and be hang'd: And I don’t 
think any Man should be denieu that Privilege. 
If, indeed, a Juftice of the Peace thould toral- 
ly fubvert the very Defign of this Law, and oflume 
a Liberty ot reading the +roclamation, ih a Place 
where Members of Parliament are chisfing, and 
while the Ele&tion is depending, set him be bang'd 
in Chains; aod aClaule edded tor that pupoie. I 
don’t fee how this AG can injure us any other way: 
For while the Conftitutron is preferved, and our Li- 
berties taken care of by the Government, the Yeople 
cant be unjufily burt by it; ani when general Li- 
berty and private Property come to be ivaied, this 
A& wil ao the Court no good; for, ot fuch a 
time, (which was the Cafe atthe Revolution) we 
thould pay no regard 10 Juffices of the Peace, mor 
Proclamations ; we fhould vot value Forms of Law, 
when the Laws them/feives were nO more ; but aim 
and fighe for thefe Liberties, without which Life it 
felf is preferved at too de@t a rat’. So thartotalk 
of eftablifhing Paffive Obedience by Law, s abfuid 
and ridiculous; tor whea Adive R-fiflance becomes 


juft and veafonable, we thali kck «1: Peffive Obedi- 


ence Laws, aod the Authors of “em too, out of the 
World. 


Thefe are the general Reafons whydthere thould 
be a Law to prevent or qued Tumult Riots ; bur 
whether th.s Law thou be perpetualeor wherhee 


1 wili affirm, that ‘tis mot reanfonable to repeal it 
this Seffions ; becaufe you, Gemlemen, cho are 
Authors of the Crafifman, have made it unrea« 
fonable to repeal it; you, who complain of the 
Law, have by your AGtions made the Continuance 
of the Law neceffary; you have, by artful and 
evicked Infirwations, prejudiced the beople againft 
the Government ; you have told ‘emSof.en, chat 
the Confitution is in danger; and ine your Paper 
againtt this Act, you teil his Majefty, That /ince 
be bath been among ft us, Experience bath tauglt him 
that we are too ready to runinto Defiruttion, and by 
fervile Submiffions to give up every thing to the 
Crown. Can there be a wiler Infinuation? or can 
any thing more ftrongly tend to alemimte the Affec- 
tions of the People, ond dilpofe ‘em tor Riots and Tye 
mults? A Mon tight reafonably judge, that you, 
Gentlemen, knowing the Peopie are made ripe for 
Seditions, by Ten Thoufand feditions Papers icat- 
tes'd among “em every Week, for three or four 
Yeass together, would have the Army disbanded, 
and the Riot AZ repealed, that fo they may rife 
qwith Impunity, and mob the Court, the Miniftry, 
and the Paslament too; you feem, by your late 
Writings, defperate enough for any thing, and, 
sather than not pu duwn the M@ifry, you would 
pull down the Conftitution itfelf, tno’ you were ine 
volved in the common Ruin; and yer you con- 
tinne to talk of Liberty and Virtue, of Patriotifon 
and Love of Country. 

When you mention the King's native Gootnefs, 
you harangue about mumerous Armies, and Sangyi- 
nary Laws; and then adi, None but Tyrants evant 
fuch Supports. You tell the People, that this Law 
about Riots is nor much diftesent from the Congue= 
vor's Corfu, or 8 0 Cluck Be; ot from Edis at 
Rome, when Rome had loft ber Liberty, and the Ems 
perors were Tyrants: aud yet there are not two 
Things in the World more ¢ fkerent th + this Law 
and the Sedalitia ; nor two Sates in the Warld 
more differenr, than England row >and England in 
William the Conqueror’s sime, or hin England mow 
and Rome then. 

All this you do, Gentlemen, and yet would

ment. But you have lai’ you feive. open 5 your 
Defigns are feen thro’ by Men of Senfe; ani yow 
ate, whatever you may think of 1, a3 much 
defpifed and detefled by the Whigs now, 8 once 
you were juffly efteemed.
